Americans and Germans 
Struggled in the Village 
of Xivray, the Americans 
Finally ‘Driving Out the 
Invaders — Several Dead 
‘Left by Germans. 


With the American Army in France, 
June 16.—(By The Associated Press.)— 
About six hundred German shock troops 
raided the American first line positions 
at the village of Xivray, in the Toul 
sector, early this morning. Some of 
the enemy got into Xivray, but were 
soon driven out. At other points va} 
Germans were badly beaten. 

The attack began at 3 a m. aaa 
an extremely violent bombardment of 
‘ the front Hne, American batteries and 
villages far in the rear. The Germans

Acoording to prisoners, the object of 
the enemy was to take American pris- 
oners. This object failed, as no Amer- 
ican is reported missing. 

Germans Angered by Failure. 

The Germans, evidently angered by 
the failure of the attack, continued an 
intermittent shelling of the villages in 
the rear throughout Sunday. Some of 
the points were not less than eight 
miles behind the line. 

The American troops engaged at 
close quarters the small German force 
that entered Xivray. ‘There was severe 
fighting with bayonets and clubbed 
rifles. The Germans left nine dead tn 
the streets, and six prisoners were tak- 
en, two of them officers, one of whom 
was wounded. 

The prisoners came from the thirty- 
gixth landwehr. They said some troops 
of the Twenty-second regiment, Highth 
Bavarian reserve, also —, in 
the attack. 

In the artillery bombardment pre- 
ceding the German raid many villages 
in which French civilians are still liv- 
ing several kilometers behind the line 
were heavily shelled. There were many 
civilian casualties. 

As the shock troops advanced Ger- 
man airplanes hovered over villages 
far behind the lines dropping huge 
emoke bombs, thus directing the range 
of the German guns which immediately 
began shelling the villages.

DR. DUNBAR OGDEN 


Announces to Congregation 

at Meeting on Sunday 
That He Will Accept Call 
Tendered by Louisville 
Church. 


Dr. Dunbar H. Ogden, for many years 
pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church, and one of Atlanta’s most pop- 
ular and best loved ministers, yester- 
day announced to his congregation that 
he had decided to accept the call ten- 
dered to him several weeks ago by the 
Second Presbyterian church of Louis- 
ville. He will . leave the Atlanta 
church about the first of July. 

In giving his reasons for. resigning 
he states that he is convinced that a 
preacher accomplishes the maximum of 
good of which he is capable by di- 


viding his life service into pastorates 
of reasonable length rather than by 
remaining an éxcessively long time at 
one place. 


Dr. Ogden’s Statement. 


| His complete statement to his con- 
gSregation follows: 


After very careful consideration of the 
question, I have decided to accept the call 
extended me by the Second Presbyterian 
church of Louisville, subject, of course, to 
the action of Presbytery. I have requested 
the moderator of the Presbytery of Atlanta 
to arrange for a called meeting of that body 
on June 27, at which time I will offer to the 
Presbytery my resignation as pastor of the 
Central church. I now ask this’ congrega- 
tion to concur with me in a request to 
Presbytery to dissolve the relationship which 
exists between us. 

The session of this church has, at my 
request, called a congregational meeting to 
be held at the close of the morning wor- 
ship on Sunday, June 23, to consider and to 
act upon this matter, 

In announcing my decision I desire to 
"state very briefly the reasons that have led 
me to accept the Louisville call. 

I am firmly convinced that a minister. ac- | 
complishes a maximum of good by dividing 
his life service into pastorates of reasonable 
length, rather than by remaining an exces- 
I feel sure 
that this policy also develops the church 
to a maximum of efficiency. The history of 
this cong tion strikingly illustrates the 
truth of s statement.

The Vienna war office says that the 
Austrian armies have invaded the Sette 
Comuni plateau, lying at an altitude 
of 3,400 feet northwest of Asiago, and 
that up to noon Sunday more than ten 
thousand Italian, English and French 
soldiers and a considerable number of 
guns had been captured.

The secohd weekly summary of cas- 
ualtiés issued today by the war depart- 
ment, shows the total number of deaths 
from all causes is 3,192, while 4,547 
men have been wounded in action and 
346 are missifig in action, including all 
meh held prisoners it Germany. 

The summary, which includes today’s 
list, follows: 

Killed in action (including 291 at 
sea), 1,172; died of wounds, 364; died 
Of diséase, 1,234; died of accident and 
other catiseés, 422; wotnded in action, 
4,547; missing in action (including pris- 
oners), $46. Total casualties reported 
to date, 8,086. S 

With more than 800,000 soldiers sent 
overseas, officials pointed to the small 
number, 291, lost through operation of 
German swhmarines as showihg the ef- 
fectiveness o fthe convoy system. The 
men lost Were on the torpedoed Brit-+ 
ish steamers Tuscania and Moldavia. 
The former was taking troops from 
America to HBngland aud the latter 
from England to France. 

The comparatively small number of 
méen dying from wounds is pointed to 
as indicating the efficiensy of the 
ambulance ahd hospital systema, while 
the fact that only 1,284 men have died 
uf disease is accepted as proof of the 
excellent physical eondition vf Amers 
ica’s fighting men. 

Another satisfying consideration is

sity, who a year ago today stood on 
the Octagon platform in the uniform 
of khaki and offered the invocation be- 
fore the commencement sermon. 

He spoke of the nation rallying to 
their flags—and drew stirring lessons 
from the flags of France, of England, 
and the Stars and Stripes of our country. 
The great injunction to patriotism, to 
loyalty, to service, and sacrifice—he 
gave. 

“I feel drawn very near to you today,” 
the bishop said, “in a common pride and 
& common sorrow. Sorrow at the death 
in battle of Captain Jewett Williams, 
an honored alumnus of this university, 
a professor, equally honored and loved 
at my alma mater at Sewanee, a clergy- 
man of the church and diocese of which 
I am bishop. Pride in his stainless 
character, his patriotic devotion to his 
country’s cal] and hig country’s cause. 

“It was just after I had been made 
bishop of the diocese of Atlanta that I 
received a letter from Mr. Williams 
setting forth his desire to serve his 
country in the active service of the 
army and asking my consent. The rea- 
sons that he gave wers full of self- 
sacrifice, of the desire to serve others 
to the utmost of his ability. My first 
‘official act as bishop was to give him 
the consent he wished—leave of absence 
from his duties as a clergyman for the 
time of his enlistment in the army, for 
he had no thought but that, at the end 
of the war, he would return to serve 
his people in his ministry. 

“Surely he was a type of the fine 
manhood which this University of 
Georgia can produce. The attractive- 
ness of his person, the charm of his 
manner, the brilliancy of his intellect, 
the purity of his soul, the dedication of 
his life to the highest service in church 
and state. 

Williams a “Happy Warrior.” 

“Surely, O great university of a great 
‘commonwealth, one could wish you no 
‘higher thing than that all our sons 
i might be as he in life. And he died 
fighting. for the right, and God has 
called him to a higher exercise of his 


ministry. 


““This is the happy warrior, this is he 
Whom every man in arms would wish 


to be.’ 9 


Then turning to the text, “The 
Marching Orders of Ancient Israel,” the 
bishop said: 

“Ancient history is repeating 
toda 

“Ag the pillar of cloud and the pillar 
of fire went before the children of 
Israel, once more we believe that be- 
fore the nations, rallying to their stand- 
ards, the presence of God leads against 
a nation that ‘is seeking to wade 
through slaughter to a throne and shut 
the gates of mercy on mankind.’ ' 

He said he would speak of “the les- 
sons—spiritual and patriotic—which we 
may learn from three of these flags— 
the flags of three of the greatest nia- 
tions which are fighting on the fields 
of France and Flanders for the liberty 
of the world.” 

Symbolism of the Flags. 

The red of the tri-colored standard, 
he said, speaks of sacrifice, the blood 
and the suffering to redeem mankind 
from tyranny and oppression. The 
white speaks of purity—of life and 
thought, and America joins France in 
the purity of purpose, with a “strength 

of ten because her heart is pure.’’ She 
} pours! out men and treasure unselfishly, 
that right may triumph over wrong. 
The blue, he declared, speaks of loy- 
alty. He cited illustrious examples of 
loyalty and presented the lesson in the 
light of the “loyal hearts and true that 
stand ever in the light.” 

He spoke of the flag of the two 
crosses, the cross of St. Andrew and 
the cross of St. George. The cross of 
the saint who first obeyed the Messiah's 
call, “Follow me!” he exalted and said: 
“Surely the present.call to arms. is an 


itself 


' echo of that divine call ‘Follow me!’ I 


will make you as the heroes; I will 
lead you against crime and wrong; I 
will be your white comrade.”

GERMAN U-BOATS SINK 
‘TWO MORE VESSELS 


Centinued from First Page.

of the Kringsjaa had been killed, of- 
ficials believed that as they had done 
before, the Germans permitted all 
aboard the sailing ship to take to the 
boats before sinking the vessel. 

Since the Kringsjaa was sent down 
in the same general locality as the 
Samoa, it was believed tonight the same 
submarine had accounted for the two 
ships. It also was regarded as certain 
the same submarine unsuccessfully at- 
tacked the British steamer Keemun oft 
the Virginia capes Thursday evening. 

The Kringsjaa brings the total of 
vessels sunk by the German U-boats off 
the American coast to twenty, six of 
which were Norwegian—four steamers 
and two sailing craft. 

The Kringsjaa was of 1,598 net tons 
and the Samoa of 1,081 net tons. 

Seeking Easy Victims. 

The attack on the Samoa indicates 
that Germany’s sea wolves still are 
seeking easy victims, picking out sail- 
ing vessels or unarmed steamers while 
avoiding convoyed flotillas bound over- 
seas. The fact that the U-boats are 
operating exclusively in the waters 
well off shore between the Delaware 
and Virginia capes while the ap- 
proaches to New York are neglected, 
despite the known fact that the greatest 
war traffic goes out of that port, adds 
to the impressiof that the raiders are 
purposely avoiding dangerous Op- 
ponents. 

The tactics adopted by the submarine 
commanders lead officials to believe 
that Germany is counting only on a 
hoped for effect on American morale 
and not upon any military benefit to 
be derived from the damage done. 

German Problem Described. 

The German problem, officials ex- 
plained, can be laid out in lines and 
angles on the map. The American coast 
line with its many ports represents the 
base of a huge trfiangle, the apex of 
which rests in the “narrow seas” abroad 
where all the ships laden with war 


stores or troops that leave the American 
coast must converge to deliver their 
cargoes. Officials cannot conceive that:

[failing in checking the traffic at that 
point, where every ship must come 
within a definitely limited area, the 
German leaders could hope for success 
in far spreading waters off the American 
coast. Obviously, it was said, if not 
enough U-boats are available to check 
or to impede vital traffic through the 
marrow seas, the same number could 
not hope to increase their effectiveness 


by transferring operations to wider 
seas and at the same time increasing 
their distance from home bases thou- 
sands of miles.

STEAMSHIP OUTRUNS 
GERMAN SUBMARINE. 

An Atlantic Port, Juné& 16.—In a 
three-hours’ stern chase off the Vir- 
Sinia capes, a steamship from a South 
American port outran a German sub- 
marine early Friday morning, accord- 
ing to officers and passengers of the 
vessel, which docked here today. 

A light, close to the water, was 
sighted in waters near where the Nor- 
wegian bark Samoa was sunk by a 
Teuton raider six hours later, as an- 
nounced today by the navy department. 
The ship turned about, and with her 
engines driving at full speed, headed 
toward mid-ocean, while the low-lying 
light followed. 

The liner’s captain, confident that 
the pursuing craft was a U-boat, or- 
dered all passengers on deck and 
equipped them with life belts. The 
boats were swung over side and the 
women and children grouped near them 

For three hours, the passengers said, 
the unseen ship, with its single lighs 
trailed the speeding liner. When it 
dropped steadily astern and finally dis- 
appeared, the captain zig-zagged his 
vessel back to its former course. 

-Aboard the steamship was an. at- 
tache of the American transport serv- 
ice, who was on the New York and 
Porto Rican liner Brazos when that 
vessel received a wireless call for help} 
from her companion ship, the Carolina, 
which was sunk June 2 by a subma- 
rine. The Brazos, he declared, put on 
full steam,. drafting every able-bodied 
man in the ship’s company for furnace 
room duty, and raced for a Porto Rican 
port.

THE “WORK OR FIGHT” PLAN. 


President Wilson, in a letter to Governor 
Harrington, of Maryland, makes known the 
fact that action by any state calculated to 
“bring every citizen to a full realization of 
his responsibilities as a participant in the 
war’ will meet with his favor and ap- 
proval. 

After six months’ enforcement, the Mary- 
land anti-loafing—or “work or fight”— law 
has been suggested by the national com- 
mittee on prisons and prison labor as a 
mode] statute in supplementing the new 
selective service army regulations. 

The war prison labor and the national 
waste reclamation sections of the war indus- 
tries board has approved a program embody- 
ing the Maryland plan in conjunction with 
the Crowder “work or fight” regulations, 
and in a formal report on the subject it 
offers this comment— 


It is found that the (Maryland) law 
which contains provisions safeguarding 
the honest worker has made it possible 
to put to work thousands of idlers, rich 
and poor. Those incarcerated under the 
law and sent to the Maryland house of 
corréction are to be put to work upon 
the farms adjacent to Camp Meade and 
produce supplies needed for the army. 
The enforcement of these vagrant and 
slacker laws will supplement the draft 
provisions of the army and develop a 
situation throughout the country where 
no man can escape the draft provision 
and remain a slacker.

GEORGIA MANGANESE. 


Experts of the United States geological 
survey and of the federal bureau of mines, 
department of the interior, have been sent 


to Georgia to investigate and survey the. 


possibilities of this field as a source of 
Manganese supply for the government. 

In collaboration with the forces of Pro 
fessor S. W. McCallie, state geologist, these 
men have carried their work to an ad- 
vanced stage, and are convinced tiat the 
previously-expressed opinion of Professor 
MeCallie is based upon fact: That there 
is enough of this very essential mineral 
deposited and easily accessible in the hills 
of north Georgia to go a long way in solv- 
ing what has taken rank as one of the gov- 
ernment’s most troublesome perplexities— 
the finding of a source of manganese sup- 
ply sufficient to meet its war requirements 
without importation from foreign fields. 

In the vicinity of Cartersville ten plants 
already are in operation, producing manga- 
nese, the output of four of the mines being 
exceptionally desirable ore, and the sur- 
vey now under way already has revealed 
Other extremely promising deposits of the 
mineral which are now dormant and await- 
ing development. 

As it is stated in a news story elsewhere 
upon this page— 

That there may be closer co-operation 
between the government experts and the 
miners and a better understanding of 
the purpose of the visit of these men to 
the district, a meeting of all interested 
in the manganese situation will be held 
in the courthouse at Cartersville next 
Wednesday night. 

This is a matter of vital tmportance, not 
only to the federal government — which is 
hard put for sufficient domestic manganese 
to supply the needs of its ordnance fac- 
tories and the stee] industry in general— 
but to the state of Georgia, pointing as it 
does the way to the development of what 
gives every promise of becoming an indus- 
try of the first magnitude. 

It is desirable, therefore, both from the 
standpoint of national patriotism and from 
that of state welfare, that this Cartersville 
meeting be attended by as many as possi- 
ble of the state’s business men and other 
interested oiitzens, regardless of their di- 
rect interest in north Georgia lands or man- 
ganese deposits. ‘ 

The government and state experts, and 
all others who are striving to develop this 
promising industry deserve all the support 
and co-operation that loyal Georgia citizens 
can give them. 


HELP THE ORPHANS. 


Fifty years ago the Decatur Orphans’ 
home was established for the purpose of 
providing not only shelter and food, but ed- 
ucation and character development, for the 
little folk of Georgia who may be hard hit 
by circumstances and left parentless at the 
foot of the hill. 

Since that time the home has been con- 
ducted in accordance with original inten- 
tions, under the supervision of the North 
Georgia conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, and through its minis- 
trations more than 3,000 orphans have been 
given homes and a chance in life. Its work 
has been splendid, and it has developed a 
broad field of usefulness to the entire state. 

The home maintains a farm, and to a 
certain extent is self-sustaining, but mainly 
its support must come from the parent 
organization and from philanthropic contri- 
butions. : 

On the third of June fire visited the 
institution, totally destroying the building 
containing the kitchen, dining room, laun- 
dry and engine room, and entailing a loss 
of approximately $6,000, only: partially com- 
pensated by insurance. 

The management now wants to replace 
the burned building with a new, more com- 
modious, more modern and up-to-date fire- 
proof structure to cost considerably more 
money than was represented in the one de- 
stroyed, and in order to fulfill its plans will 
require $8,000 more than:the funds in hand. 

The board of trustees, consisting of W. 
O. Foote, T. K. Glenn and R. A. Hemphill, 
three of the state’s most worthy and sub- 
stantial business men and philanthropists, 
has issued an appeal to the public for dona- 
tions to the proposed fund; and, by way of 
emphasizing the institution’s needs, in its 
message to the public it makes this point: 

The institution suffered a property 
loss of about $6,000, with $3,000 insur- 
ance, and this at a time when it could 
least afford it Just at the peak of the 
crop season, when every ounce of energy 
of the home is being expended in raising 
all the farm products possible to help 
win the war and supply its own larder, 
the children find themselves deprived of 
the necessary comforts to carry on their 
work. 

In the present day the safeguarding of 
the country’s future citizenship is a mat- 
ter of first importance—which is only one 
of almost innumerable reasons why the citi- 
zens of this state today cannot afford to let 
a call like this pass unheeded.

PEACHTREE PAVING 
CAUSE OF CHANGES 
IN ROUTE OF CARS

On account of repaving Peachtree street, 
the Georgia Railway and Power company 
has announced that beginning Tuesday morn- 
ing, the cars on the Forrest avenue-Capito] 
avenue line, the cars on the Ponce de Leon- 
Druid Hills line and the cars on the Peach- 
tree-Whitehall street line will, on their 
southbound trips, be diverted from Peachtree 
street into Ivy street at Forrest avenue, 
and will run along Ivy street to Auburn 
avenue, then along Auburn avenue to Peach- 
tree street, and from there taking their 
regular routes. Northbound cars will use 
this new route in the reverse direction. 


Manganese Development to Be 
Discussed at Mass Meeting 


Owing to the great need of manganese for 
war purposes, the govérnment has sent repre- 
sentatives from the United States geological 
survey and the bureau of mines to co- 
operate with the state geological survey and 
the miners in increasing the production of 
manganese in the Cartersville district. 

An estimate of the probable amount of ore 
in the district is being made, also a carefu! 
and detailed study of methods of mining and 
refining of the ore is under investigation in 
order that more efficient methods may be 
suggested and losses may be detected and 
reduced. 

That there may be closer co-operation be- 
tween the government experts and the 
miners and a better understanding of the 
purpose of the visit of these men to the dis- 
trict, a meeting of all interested in the man- 
ganese situation will be held in the court- 
house at Cartersville next Wednesday night 
at 8:30 o’clock, presided over by Judge George 
H. Aubrey. 

There will be talks by Professor W. R. 
Crane, of the bureau of mines; Dr. Laurence 
La Forge, of the United States geological 
survey; Professor S. W. McCallie, state 
geologist, and J. P. D. Hull, assistant state 
geologist, following which there will be a 
general discussion of the problems connected 
with the production of the district. 

The Cartersville district now has ten 
plants producing manganese, four of which 
are producing 40 per cent ore, or what is 
called “high-grade ore.” 

Approximately three hundred miners are 
now engaged in this industry, but, in order 
to produce the output demanded by the gov- 
ernment, the number of miners and also the 
number of operating plants must be very 
much increased. Last year the district pro- 
duced only about 2,000 tonsa of high-grade 
ore, whereas the output, to meet the demand 
this year and next, should be increased seven- 
fold. ° | - a 2 ip 


Blind Tiger System Is Encouraged 


By Fee System, Says Rev. ].W. Ham’ 


As a@ prelude to his sermon Sunday night 
at the Baptist Tabernacle before a large au- 
dience, the pastor, Rev. John W. Ham, spoke 
upon “The Iniquitous Fee System and Its 
Effect in Encouraging the Blind Tiger and 
Other Forms of Lawlessness.” 

He said in part: 

“Something must be done at the coming 
session of the general assembly to abolish 
forever a reprehensible and disgraceful sys- 


tem that obtains in our halls of justice— 


the iniquitous fee system now in vogue. 

“This evil is a twin of another evil, 
which came to its death several years ago 
by an action of the general assembly. The 
practice of which was a blistering shame. I 
speak of the convict lease system. 

“This miserable cost and fee system, 
which obtains in the courts, had its birth 
in the convict lease system. The convicts 
were leased out and their hire was divided 
between the county and those who secured 
their conviction. 

“This fee system has developed its own 
evils, just as the convict lease system de- 
veloped its evils. One of the glaring evils 
of the cost and fee system is the building 
up in the municipality, county and district, 
a courthouse ring of politicians. The judges 
in many instances are powerless to break 
up this ring. 

Enrich Ring and Boss Politician. 


“This ring dominates the atmosphere 
to such an extent that the fines and sen- 
tences operate to enrich the ring and boss 
politician. A friend of mine, a lawyer, was 
recently approached by a judge and asked 
about the best method to abate a certain 
evil in the state. He replied: ‘Judge, just 
as long as you put fines instead of road 
sentences upon the violators you will never 
break it up.’ 

“The judge replied by saying: 
a serious obstable to that proposition. It 
would certainly stop the evil, but what is 
to become of the court officials, who are 
solely dependent upon fines and costs for 
a living? The civil cost would not suf- 
fice.’ ; 

‘It is just here some radical legislation 
is needed. Enlightened legislation will dig 
this evil up by the roots and put in a flat 
salary system for court officials and thereby 
relleve the judges from domination of an at- 
mosphere that is created by a political oc- 
topus. I am told by a big taxpayer of Ful- 
ton county that one court official drew down 
$60,000 in fees in a given 12 months.. This 
kind of thing is bound to produce a court- 
house ring that would resist any enlightened 
legislation on this point. 

“T make-bold to charge that courthouse 
officials dependent upon fees are pre- 


‘There is 


paring to go to Valdosta for their annual 
meeting for the purpose of creating a steam 
roller and form a state-wide lobby to prevent 
legislation at the coming session. This gath- 
ering of cost and fee boosters may be too 
wise to pass formal resolutions on this sub- 
ject, but that is not necessary. 

“Let any candidate announce for the leg- 
islature and have as a plank in his platfrom 
the abolition of the fee system and his name 
is mud—he cannot beat the courthouse ring 
in the average county. 

Encouraging Blind Tigers. 

“Why does the fee system operate so as 
to encourage the blind tiger? The blind 
tiger is flourishing and multiplying on every 
hand. In many instances the judges, so- 
licitors and the system is encouraging the 
increase of tigers and other forms of law- 
lessness. 

“Let me prove this by challenging you 
to make an investigation before you say 
that my statement is untruwe. You will find 
upon investigation that it is a rare thing 
to sentence the tiger to the roads, if he is 
a white man, and is likewise becoming a rare 
thing with the negro. They ought to be 
treated alike, both white and black, of- 
fenders of this kind. 

“The white man is usually able to pay 
his fine, and in this day of high-priced lIa- 
bor the negro violator can get someone to 
pay him out. In this day of high-priced 
labor it is a joke to study the docket and 
see how the judge is still valuing labor 
upon a basis of 5-cent cotton; for instance, 
guilty, 6 months or $50; 12 months or 
$100. Anbody can get some white man to 
‘stick’ up the fine. 

“The payment of the fines fatten the 
purses of the officers. The violator, in ef- 
fect, gets a cheap license to do business; 
he departs, and starts business again. The 
court officials begin to ‘lay’ for him: he is 
rounded up again in 60 or’ 90 days and put 
through the same process. The thing that 
creates moral indignation is that he doesn’t 
object to the process. The solicitor doesn’t; 
the judge doesn't, and everybody is happy, 
and lawlessness is on the increase. 

“The sentences are in reality defeating 
the ends of justice, and encouraging the 
blind tiger business. Road sentences shoulda 
be imposed without fine. White and black, 
rich and poor, respectable and non-respecta- 
ble alike. The judges cannot correct this 
evil completely, though they could do more 
than they are doing. Our hope lies in the 
general assembly to abolish forever this 
archaic, indefensible svstem. Gentlemen of 
the legislature, we are looking to you to 
assert your independence of the courthouse 
ring and thereby help us establish law and 
order in Georgia.”

WHAT SPECIALISTS ARE FOR. 

A specialist is a doctor who restricts his 
practice to a limited field, and not, as too 
many people seem to think, & doctor of 
superior skill or attainments. Confining his 
study and experience to a certain line of 
practice a specialist may in time acquire 
exceptional skill in his own special field. 
However, the fact that he is a specialist is 
no assurance of such ability. Any doctor of 
medicine may limit his practice to a special 
field if he so desires. 

A specialist usually, but not always, ¢%- 
acts a fee higher than that of a general 
practitioner. If he devotes more time than 
the general practitioner devotes to a given 
patient, or if he has really acquired excep- 
tional skill through intensive study and ex- 
perience along a special line, naturally he 
is entitled to a greater compensation for his 
services But the fact that he exacts @ 
larger fee by no means proves that he is a 
better doctor. 

Those who labor under the impression 
that it is advisable to seek out a specialist 
at the outset, instead of consulting the fam- 
ily physician, often have the satisfaction of 
paying a very high price for very mediocre 
medical advice or treatment. The patient 
who consults a specialist whom the family 
doctor recommends may, of course, meet 
with similar disappointment, for specialists 
are human like plain physicians, but he is at 
least likely to fare better than those who 
seek a specialist on their own responsibility. 

The most competent specialists are those 
to whom the family physician refers patients 
for counsel. For two reasons; first, because 
the family physician is capable of judging a 
specialist’s ability; and second, because the 
specialist can render better service. “if he 
has the help of the family physician's gen- 
eral knowledge of the patient, 

Far too many specialists are born, not 
made. We think a physician should not be 
allowed to pose as a specialist in any given 
field of practice until he has had a reason- 
able*‘amount of experience in general prac- 
tice, in hospital or in private practice. The 
born specialists are the ones who ride their 
little one-sided hobbies death and 
everything from their own narrow point of 
view. 

As fer the all-around “specialist’’—we!l, 
he projects himself into the arena to meet a 
certain demand which the w. k. P. T. Barnum 
strove in vain to satisfy.

While all that was instantaneously 
taking place beyond the bridge portals 
and in the river some thirty or forty 
feet below the bridge floor was invis- 
ible to those behind, none needed sight 


McAdoo to the Banks. 

In a letter to the president of each 
of the 7,500 national banks and _ the 
20,000 state institutions, Secretary 
McAdoo said: 

“The expenditures of the govern- 


ment, as nearly as can be estimated 
will require the sale of certificates of 
indebtedness up to the first of No- 
vember, 1918, aggregating approxi- 
mately $6,000,000,000. This would in- 
volve the issue every two weeks of 
about $750,000,000 of certificates sub-' 
stantially similar in character to those 
issued prior to the third Liberty loan, 
except that they will have various ma- 
turities, not exceeding four months. 
For the months of July and August that 
program will be followed as nearly as 
possible. 

“The first issue of the certificates 
will be dated June 25: will mature Oc- 
tober 25, with interest at 4% per cent, 
and similar issues, it is expected, will 
be made Tuesday of every other week 
following June 25. It is, however, 
contemplated that at a convenient and 
favorable period during the summer 
an offering will be made to the gen- 
eral public directly, and through the 
banks, of an amount vet to be deter- 
mined, perhaps $2,000,000,000 of certifi- 
cates of suitable maturities for use 
by taxpayers in paying next year’s 
taxes, viz., taxes payable June, 1919, 
levied under existing and pending leg- 
islation. To the .extent that certifi- 
eates of that character are sold, sub- 
sequently an equivalent reduction in 
the amount of the regular fortnightly 
sale of certificates issued in anticipa- 
tion of the next Liberty loan will be 
effected. 

Banks Urged to Arrange. 


“In giving this timely advice of the 
estimated requirements of the treas- 
ury to all the banks of the country, 
and, through them, to those who ex- 

ect to make payment of taxes in 1919, 
t is hoped that they will make ar- 
rangements promptly of such a char- 
acter that no delay will be experienced 
in the sale and distribution of treas- 
ury certificates of both issues. 

“The federal reserve banks will ad- 
vise all national and state banks in 
their respective districts of the 
amount of certificates which they are 
expected to take from time to time 
in pursuance of this program, which 
amount can be figured roughly to equal 
214 per cent of the gross resources of 
each bank and trust company for ev- 
ery period of two weeks, or a total 
of 5 per cent monthly. The total num- 
ber of bi-weekly offerings of certifi- 
eates to be made to the banks will 
somewhat depend upon the amount to 
be raised from the public through the 
sale of tax certificates, as above de- 
scribed. , 

“The bankers of the United States 
ean render a peculiarly helpful serv- 
ice to our gallant sons by keeping the 
tyeasury of the United States supplied 
with the money required by the gov- 
ernment to furnish every American 
here with the things he must have 
to fight victoriously or to die glori- 
ously. am sure that no patriotic 
banker in the United States will fail 
to do his full meed of essential serv- 
ice to his country and to her noble 
defenders.”

him it was tragedy. 

And tragedy it was—tragedy of a 
sort that once experienced can never 
be forgotten. 

Instantly, and very fortunately for 
its occupants, the second truck was 
brought to a timely halt almost at the 
entrance to the bridge, the rear car 
just behind it; and the men, soldiers 
and civilians, in either vehicle sprang 
to the ground and down the steep em- 
bankment to the river. 

There, lying in water about waist- 
rdeep to the average man, was the lead 
truck—lying directly beneath a gaping, 
jagged hole in the floor of the bridge 
above, a Httle more than a truck-length 
from the south end of the bridge. It 
was lying on its back with all four 
wheels in the air; and its position was 
exactly the reverse direction from that 
in which it had been going, the truck 
having turned a complete somersault 
after being catapulted through the 
floor of the rickety old bridge. 

Soldiers and civilians lost not an in- 
stant in plunging down the embank- 
ment upon either side of the bridge and 
into the current, the soldiers discard- 
ing their heavy ammunition belts as 
they ran; and without loss of time the 
work of rescue was put under way. 
And it is safe to say that men never 
worked harder than did they, nor with 
more nearly superhuman muscular 
power. 

Struggling, Wounded Men. 

The water seemed to be alive with 
struggling, wounded men, with broken 
bones and in helplessness to save them- 
selves from drowning. These were as- 
sisted to the bank, while the work of 
liberating all who were pinned be- 
neath the ponderous weight of the 
truck was rushed with all possible 
haste. The result was that in about 
twenty minutes every man, either dead 
or alive, had been recovered. 

The dead were all taken from be- 
neath the down-stream edge of the 
truck, and that fact added materially 
to the work of rescuing them, because 
the rescuers who, by sheer strength, 
had to lift the truck from their bodies 
had also the force of the river current 
to contend against as well as the dead 
weight of the big machine. 

“God, give me stremgth!” prayed a 
big soldier as he tugged with all his 


might in helping to lift the truck. 
“Give me more strength! Give me 


strength to save these poor fellows’ 
lives!” he wailed, as he lifted harder 


and harder. 

This fervid appeal was only typical 
of hundreds of similar manifestations 
of desire by the men as they worked. 


The shouts of the rescuers and the 
shrieks of the rescued injured men were 
heard by the occupants of the lead 
cars, almost a quarter uf a mile in ad- 
vance, as they sped along. Instinct 
told them, too, what had happened, and 
they sped back, wel ar at the scene 
of the horrible accident in time to lend 
each his utmost in the work of succor 
going on in the yellow water pelow. 


Doctors and Nurse Arrive. 


Shortly afterward, in response to te)- 
ephone calls sent out by messengers 
who ran to the nearest house, two phy- 
sicians and a nurse airived, and gave 
heroic assistance to the siffering men, 
who, by that time, had been iain on 
he ground by the, roadside and given 
such first-aid treatment as the contents 
of the soldier’s mergency kit made pos- 
sible. And the dead, too, were placed 
near by, after all possible cfforts at re- 
suscitation had failed, anda covered 
with blankets. 

“Lhe heroism displayed by the injured 
men were supreb. If ever men showed 
the metal of which they were made 
those fellows did. The ones less seri- 
ously hurt stayed in the water and 
helped; the others bore their suffering 
uncomplainingly and stoicly on the wa- 
ter’s edge, refusing further assistance 
lof actual rescuing, until the bodies

Then, some of them fainted away 
from sheer pain and shock, and, lament- 
able to state, two of them probably will 
never recover. 

How they behaved and how man- 
fully they denied themsélves what 
comfort their comrades could give 
them while there was still a possi- 
bility to save others, was typically il- 
lustrated ax one poor sufferer, lying 
on the muddy bank with feet just 
touching the water, who, when help 

was of ered him, sank back, ‘placed 


to tell him what it was—instinct told 


his hands over his eyes, clenched his 
teeth and whispered: 
“Help the Others First.” 

“No let me wait; I have only a4 
broken leg and a few bfuises; and I 
can stand it. Leave me here until you 
get those other poor devils out!” 

Later on, only semi-conscious on ac- 
count of his terrible agony—his leg 
was broken in two places, and his 
body was almost a 
abrasions and contusions—he was la- 
boriously half-carried, ee up 
the precipitous embankment an left 
prone on the sward above. 

If any witness of yesterday’s trag- 
edy of Steele bridge ever forgets the 
terror, the misery, che patience, the de- 
votion of man to man, the unselfish- 
ness or the picturesque heroism dis- 
played upon that memorable occasion, 
it “ae be because he is wanting in 
soul! 


THREE SOLDIERS KILLED 
AND MANY INJURED

out of Camp Gordon at noon Satur- 
day for the Black Jack rifle range in 
Cobb county, near Marietta. They 
were commanded by First Lieutenants 
Kimberly and Blenner. There were fif- 
ty enlisted men, among which there 
were half a dozen non-commissioned 
officers. The soldiers moved in three 
of the army trucks that were brought 
to Camp Gordon from the Mexican 
border. They are of the Velie type, 
five-ton carrying capacity, and weigh 
approximately five thousand pounds. 
The fifty men, with guns, ammunition 
and full equipment, were distributed 


| among the three trucks. 


MALLETT 
JOINS PARTY. 

At the rifle range Saturday night 
the military unit of the expedition was 
joined by Majors Mallett and McCol- 
lum, of the selective service depart- 
ment of the state of Georgia, and fif- 
teen civilians added to the party, in- 
cluding Howell Jackson and R. J. Slo 
cum, of the department of justice, 
several revenue agents and secret 
service officials. 

At 1 o’clock Sunday morning the 
entire expedition moved toward Cher- 
okee county, with specific places on 
the border line of Cherokee and Cobb 
the objectives, the department having 
information that deserters, ten to fif- 
teen of whom have already been in- 
ducted into service, and an even 
greater number of the mountain boys, 
who had refused to answer to the call, 
| or to register, were in hiding in the 
' mountain homes. 

Shortly before daybreak the first 
raid was made on the home of one 
Armstrong, near the border line. Arm. 
strong has two sons who have been 
called, but who are supposed to be 
hiding out in the mountains. 

This raid was completed without 
excitement, the two men wanted not 
being found in the house; two other 
of the Armstrong boys, however, were 
placed under arrest one if not both 
of whom are believed to be Within the 
conscription age, and subsequently re- 
leased upon the promise of the father 
to produce the two deserters, 

Following this raid, and after two 
or more hours of reconnoitering the 
expedition moved toward Woodstock, 
where a half hour’s rest was taken. 
Following this the start was made to- 
ward Canton, the capital seat of 
Cherokee, where the heaviest raids of 
the expedition were to take place at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon in a section 
in the mountains near that city. 

The movement, therefore, was made 
on the road known as the _ “Steele 
bridge road, named after the bridge 
over the Etowah that precipitated the 
greatest tragedy of the kind in the his- 
tory of north Georgia. 

It was just 1:30 o’clock when the 
procession struck the bridge. It is a 
covered bridge, old and not safe look- 
ing, and yet it had not been condemned 
by the county commissioners, not even 
for the passage of heavy vehicles, and 


there was no posted sign as to the net 
weight capacity of the structure. 


ORDER OF 
EXPEDITION. 


The expedition moved in the follow- 
ing order, automobile containing guide 
and secret service men, automobile con- 
taining military officers, automobile 
containing department of justice offi- 
cials, and some of the members of the 
press, then two trucks of soldiers, one 
of the trucks and ten men having been 
previously posted at a specific point in 
Cobb county. Following the two trucks 
of soldiers came the special car of The 


Atlanta Constitution. 
Army trucks do not move fast, and 


for two or three miles on the south 
side of the Etowah the mountains are 
precipitous, and the road a typical un- 
paved mountain pass. Progress, there- 
fore, was slow. 

The automobiles preceding the truck- 
load of soldiers had passed through 
the bridge, and finding a better road 
on the north, had speeded up. 

The first of the trucks—with the sec- 
ond one less than a hundred feet in 
the rear, and The Constitution car 
less than fifty feet in the rear of 
the second—struck the bridge slowly. 
Corporal Schmidt was at the wheel. 
As the vehicle, with its human freight, 
was practically in the exact center 
of the bridge, and over the center of 
the river below, the crash came with 
the suddenness of a stroke of light- 
ning. 


GOES DOWN 
HEAD FOREMOST. 


The great car went head foremost 
and in the fall to the river, a dis- 
tance of approximately forty feet, cat- 
apulted, and sixteen of the nineteen 
boys in khaki were pinned beneath it, 
in the shoal waters of the mountain 
stream. 

In en instant every member of The

Nelms, the secretary to the géyvernor, 
who was a guest, were down the prac- 
tically perpendicular embankment at: 
the water's edge, and wading to the 
upturned truck, whose rear wheels, now 
in the air, were revolving with terrific. 
speed from the enforced momentum as) 
the great car left the bridge through 
the span it had cut by its weight. 

Soldiers in the rear truck rushed to 
their dead and dying comrades with a 
heroic determination to extricate the 
pionioned men as quickly as practicable; 
the officers and civilians ahead had 
heard the cry of the men and quickly 
returned to the scene. 

Lieutenant Kimberly took active and 
decisive charge of the situation, and 
in a moment every inch of space around 
the truck had the shoulder of a man, 
both soldiers and civilians, in an effort 
to aright it. In the meantime, how- 
ever, willing manpower, with strength 
that almost seemed supernatural, lift- 
ed the great machine, while others pull- 
ed the dead and wounded from the 
muddy waters. Two of the three dead 
were taken from the waters in that 
condition. The third man died whfle 
being conveyed to the shore. 


SENT FOR 
DOCTORS. 


Some of the party were dispatched 
for doctors, others for quick first-aid 
and bandages and far more help. 

Shortly the good people of Cherokee 
county and Cobb and Milton began to 
arrive. 

The nearest resident to the bridge is 
more than a mile through the moun- 
tains, and a member of The Constitution 
staffranevery step of it, and found a 
private ’phone reaching to Canton, from 
which physicians were summoned. This 
good old mountaineer and his wife. 
with camphor, sheets, water, towels, 
ete., rushed to the scene. Automobiles 
began to gather, and by 3 o’clock every 
soldier who was seriously injured had 
been treated, bandaged and on his way 
to the Marietta hospital in some of the 
many volunteered cars that had gath- 
ered from the country south of the 
river. 

The bodies of the dead soldiers were 
sent for by the Camp Gordon officials 
during the late afternoon and were 
placed in the morgue at Marietta. 


BIG CROWD 
GATHERS. 


Hundreds of people from the north 
end of Cherokee gathered on the north 
side of the river, but could only get 
across by fording, while none of the 
vehicles could get to the south shore. 

The accident put a tragic stop 
to the expedition. If it had not oc- 
curred three separate raids scheduled 
for the afternoon would have added 
excitement, and perhaps tragedy, but of 
a different nature. 

There were many incidents connect- 
ed with this affair that will live forever 
in the memory of those who were eye- 
witnesses— 

The cracking of the yielding timbers, 
the haunting cry of the men, and then 
the suffering of those who were so 
sorely injured. 


RELIEF 
WORK. 


The determination of every man 
present to forget everything for the 
quick relief of the men pinioned be- 
neath the truck, and the heroic effort 
of every man, soldiers and civilians, to 
help—help constructively and _ effec- 
tively.

The Tricolor, the French national 
standard, of blue, white and red, di- 
vided vertically, originated during the 
first French revolution. In 1789 the 
leaf plucked by Camille Desmoulins in 
the garden of the Palais Royal became 
a rallying sign, and green was to be 
adopted as the national color: but 
remembering that green was the color 
of the hated Prince d’Artois, they re- 
jected it on the following day. They 
at first chose, instead, blue and red, 
the colors of the city of Paris, and 
later added the white of royalty, that 
had been faithfully preserved by the 
national guard. This new standard was 
adopted with enthusiasm. ‘A few 
months after the taking of the bastile. 
Bailly and Lafayette offered to Louis 
XVI the three-colored cocard asa badge 
of the reconciliation with the king. 
Thus the Tricolor orignated as_ the 
symbol of the liberty of the French 
nation, and it continued as such even 
when afterward the “reconciliation” 
with the king ended with his decapi-

SHADOWING, SAYS BRADSTREET. 


The country’s preoccupation in the 
war becomes more marked as the year 
advances, and the phrase “business as 
usual’’ seems to have .less application 
than ever before to American trade 
and indus‘ry. 

Notwithstanding that governmental 
influences are so overshadowing, trade 
in regular staple products is relatively 
active, but the situation is considerably 
vexed by paucity of goods, uncertainty 
as to price regulation, and continual 
depletion of the country’s man power 
for all but the prosecution or the prod- 
ucts of war. Indeed, with the passing 
of the weeks comes unmistakable in- 
dications of the government's desire to 
subordinate almost every non-essential 
to the more pressing requirements of 
war. 

‘rom all over the country come re- 
ports of short stocks or delayed ship- 
ments, and in textiles the prospect of 
price regulation has superinduced a 
disposition to go slow in respect to 
future commitments, caution being 
paramount to the necessities of a 
strong latent demand. 

Incidentally, the duly , constituted 
boards of the government have advised 
against the making-of Christmas gifts, 
which development will reduce manu- 
facturing for the purposes indicated.
